Mr. Caird, in a. lato letter to the London 
Times (aid, that the unusual lateness of the 
season, aod tha extraordinary dearth of roots 
and fodder, were driring itock farmers to 
their nils 1 end for tha maintenance of sheep, 
cattle and dairy stock. Tho cost to which 
the/ bare been put for purchased food and 
corn, is quite unprecedented, ond Ihe ouanlilr 
of corn Ibut consumed will undoubtedly 
enhance the price of bread, while tho reduced 
condition of all kinds of live stock will limit 
Hie supply of meal, butter aod cheese. An 
early spring would have bee'o invaluable, but 
that hope was lost. Mr* Caird, in suggesting 
remedies, goes to recommend lbs use of nitrate 
of soda upon youog grass or seeds, and all 
pood meadows, as a meant oot only of increas- 
ing the produce greatly, but alio of forwarding 
the growth a fortoight or three weeks. He 
buys the article nt 13s. 6d. ttg. per cwl. nod 
uses il pretty largely al the rate of 2cwt. an 
acre. He also recommends the addition of 1 
cwt of Perurian Guano, or 2 cwt. of the best 
luperphotphaleofh'me. He thinks that the 
application of these manures in such a season 
as the present hat been in England cannot fail 
to be remunerative, aud recommends that they 
should be applied early jo the season and dur- 
ing damp ireaiher*. 

The most serious exception to the favour- 
able character of Ihe season has been the in- 
jury to ihe fall wheal by (he winter and spring 
frost. We believe that (he nmouo( of the in- 
jury hathecn soinewhatexaggerated, and since 
the settiog in of Ihe growing Weather the 
iTheal fields have recovered wonderfully, so 
much so that some farmers who ploughed up 
their fields are now in some ca*.es disponed to 
regret doing so. There is no doubt however, 
that the injury has been very great in some 
localities, and where there Was evidently not 
plant enough upon the ground to m3kea crop, 
il was of course much belter to plough il up 
aod pul in something else. This seaion in re- 
gard lo Ihe wheat crop, afford* an illustration 
of a truth, which will become every y*ar more 
apparent, viz.- that ihe system of fallowing 
and sowing grain crops incessantly up-)n old 
heavy lands will not answer. Thorough 
drainage must be adopted, with a better roia

lion of cropping, embracing two or three year* 
in grass, to at lo gire Ihe land tbe porous, 
fibrous texture, somewhat similar lo new land. 
Wheal on new lands ihis sea-son, or* on ifry 
loamy soils, has not suffered os it has on the 
frequently cropped, heavy lands. 

Before Ihe commencement of June the gen- 
eral spring sowing will bare been almost fully 
completed. An occasional crop Of oats may 
perhaps, however, be town after Ibe 1st of the 
month, on good, moist land, with some pros- 
pect of a crop. The grain would probably 
be light, but there would be a good growth of 
straw. Where from any cause there is not a 
sufficiency of meadow upon a farm, oolhiog 
can afford a much better substitute than a 
good growth of oats, cut Io the unripe Slate, 



lilile after flowering, and cured in (he same 
manner as bay. l'ptatoea in/ be planted due 
ing the first week in June in good land, nnd 
prodjce a good yield, although perhaps tbey 
may not ripen so well, and may be more sub- 
ject lo the rot, than if planted earlier. The 
small, early ripening kinds of Indian Corn may 
alto be planted frora^ihe 1st 10 lot 10(b of the 
aonth, aod if put in upoo^fresb, well manured 
land, and carefully hoed and attended to after- 
wards, may io an ordinarily favourable season 
be depended upon for ripeniog io good time. 
Indian Corn is Also an excellent crop to sow 
thickly for foddering purposes, either for soil- 
ing cattle, or to cure for winter use. Huoga 
riao grass may be sown at any time duiiug 
tbis month, aod if well put In and nodaratgmg 
frost occurs, will produce a large amount of 
good fodder. About 16 lbs. of teed is re 
quired to Ibo acre. For Sowing Swede 
Turnips, from the 1st to tbe 15lb of tbis 
wonlh is the proper time. They should be 
sown in drills, aboul 27 inches opart, Upon 
well p/epated Isad, tbe manure ptowed In 
broadcast, or deposited in the drill ; seed, one 
or two pouods per acre, aod if drilled 10 with 
fine bone dust, or superphosphate of time, Ibey 
will be forwarded io growth, and will get more 
rapidly into Ibe rough leaf and out of dinger 
from the fly* 'ite common Purple Top 
Swede is probably fully equal Io ever/ respect 
to any of the newer Varieties, end (bote nfc'o 
can obtain sound aod reliable seed of this sort 
need scarcely look any furiber. Tbo Kobl 
Rabi is beginning lo be looked Upon fix 'iitf 
Valuable field crop in England, aod l&ely 
eventually to rival or supersede Ibe lurnlp, 
esneeially since -the laiier bat become so 
liable to a species of rot. Tbe piaete are 
raised in a seed bed and transplanted, like 
cabbsgei, two feet by one and a half apart, or 
ihey may be Sown io drills and cultivated pre- 
cisely in the same way as turnips. Tbe Kobl 
Eabi is considered a' harder bulb than Ihe 
turnip, folly equal In its feeding qualities, quite 
ai productive, sill ijsy be grown successfully 
on laad ibat is not good enough for Swceds.

They result chiefly frou 
miasmatic influences, and appear in nil M 
various shapes wbicn hJiasroaiic dUeasoar'o 
known to assume. Ague wiili lie terrftld 
.train of diiordera— bilious fever, poeumoalij 
u winter fever," typhoid and numerous otbiro 
—it the great scourge of Illinois. Froa tba 
comparatively high rates of mortality, ai.eom* 
pared with Canada, We may form soma idea of 
the amount of sickness and sotTeriog which 
afflict the population. Ague is a Iingeriog, 
wasting disease ; often recurring with great 
regularity, ai a particular season of lha yean 
From Ihe number of cases in which il prove* 
fatal— generally io its indirect action in in- 
ducing olber di!eases-.we may cooceivo thl 
amounl of ill health edddred by tbe survivors/ 
There are no reliable statistics to establish A 
decrease in Ihe miasmatic disease which afflict 
ibe population of Illinois ; but ibere is some. 
thing like a general belief amon^ the popula- 
tion Ibat such decrease does take place a fetf 
years after the prairie Bid Uecn broken up* 
At first the exposure of decayed 1 Vegetable 
nutter to Ihe rays of Ihe sun produces dis- 
ease ; but in (he course of some years there is 
reason to believe that ihe effect is lo induce 
and improve condition of salubrity. But in 
any ca^e, (lie lint generation of emigrants 
must be sacrifice^ ; and (here it na reason W 
suppose thai ague mil cser entirely leAve a 
country which it is impossible lo drain. No- 
thing short of lome general system ofdraicagd 
can ever extirpate fever nnd ogua from thd 
flat prairies of lllin-ns. Thsre are, at pretenlj 
on Ihe more extensive prairie*, scarcely any 
outfit!* by which the surface waler could bo 
carried of, Thert is, therefore, every reason 
to suppose that (he great difference ia tho 
value of life in Canada nnd Illinois wiUfocg 
ontioue. The unsheltered pr'iies.on vibJeh 
there is frrq-eot'y, tlou^b not alwayt, a coot* 
ing breeSEe in 'summer, are comfortless to the 
fast degree in Winter. The storm blows over 
them unbroken by forest or tree, for miles and 
miles upon a stretch ; the high winds add im; 
mcnsely lo the sensation of cold ; and so far 
as comfort is concerned a comparatively high 
iernperatare Is as bad as n much greater de- 
gree of positive cold in sheltered woodland 
country. The wind fiads out and penetrates 
every erevice in (be dwelling houses; and 
often renders it difficult Ij keep up lha lem. 
p eraturc lo Ihe point of comfort. It produce* 
a large crop of neuralgia in those exposed to 
it on the prairie?. It sweeps the SJrface bare 
of snow, wbicb it drifts ioto heaps j and thus 
locomotion it renlerej exceedingly difficult. 
Sleighing is impossible, and wheeled carriages 
have io be dragged over ihe fro«i'orunfroi; 
en grouud, at Ihe case may be, fprihe IhaiVs 
are frequent. There Is betide s,*'!- was told, a 
peculiar di*ease called thd " prairie ilch, 1 ' 
which breaks out in blotches, the sire of hall 
dollars, 00 the palms of Ihe hands and olfier 
exposed part* or the body. I met a person 
who bad been attacked with it soon after bis 
arrival 00 ibe rolling prairies, where it most 
generally appearsj and he slates that few l»i* 
lettlers escape it. \ 

The uncertainly of ibe wheat crop, in 
Illinois, is to great as lo set at defiance all 
cslculalioM rrgardmg it, Fanciful estimates 
of probable yield are easily enough made ; but 
experience ihows ibeir utter worlhletSncts. 
Tbe experience related id me by the Rev. 
Dr. Parker of Illinois farming, and given in 
a fireriou* letter, it of its-If conclusive on tbia 
point. The uncertainly of Ihe wheat crop is 
far greater in Illinois than In Canada. The 
unbroken s?inds ( drift ihe enow, on the prairies ] 
andexprsetbe winter wheat to Ibe frost, j 
hrequeol Ibaws occur during ibe Winter j and 
the (rosl wbicb follow do immense damage to 
Ihe growing of wheat. It it Ihis exposure of 
Ibe crop, together wiib the frequent alter- 
nations of frosts and thsWs that cause the 
Winter ►•Ming, which makes Winter wheat to 
precious a Crop. | Canada, In a more north- 
ern latitude, the shelter of patches of wood 
which are found in connection with every 
farm, pre rents tho drifting of tbe mow lo any 
greal extent ; and lha*s occur with mueh less 
frequency, Tha wheat fin Js mow to be its 
mantle and turett protection. J n Illinois, 
Spring wheat it sometimes difficult to get into 
the ground owirig lu the srelactsof the weath- 
er ia the Spring, But Ibe uncertainty attend- 
ing Winter wheat causes Spring wheat to be 
far more generally sown, lo.ihe norlbran 
part of Ihe State ihe proporllon of Winter 
wheat grown is very ettell. In ihe southern 
part of ibe Slate, more Winter, lean Spring 
wheat it probsbly grown. Itoib winter aud
